Student Morale : What needs to be done. 


Student morale is in serious danger at the St. James campus of George 
Brown College. If something isn’t done in the near future I personally feel that 
it is going to have a serious effect on our college. In the pass few years the 
negativity in the school is getting worse and worse. It’s almost cool now to 
complain about something. I even find myself complaining when there is no 
need to. In the following essay I hope to shed some light on why the problem 
is growing, as well as what can be clone to resolve this problem. 

With the student moralee at it’s all time low, it is hard to get things rolling 
on the right track. The Student Administrative Council, Also known as S. A.C., 
is having a hard time getting the students and staff involved with the activities 
that S.A.C. puts on. Because of this there is no sense of unity within the walls 
of the campus. A perfect example of this is the pub, also known as Camp Zu. 
The turn out for this event is in tne region of 50 to 75 patrons on average. Now 
for a event of this caliber, the pub needs at least 200 to 250 students and staff 
to make it a success. If this event works, S.A.C. would make up to $ 1500 and 
that would go towards more events that would help continuing the building of 
student morale. 

Another example is the S.A.C. election that occurs in the fall as well as the 
spring. On average there are at most 500 students voting. Considering that 
there are 4800 students at the St. James campus, I personally feel that this 
number is unacceptable. 

The last of the three major problems is the fact that the students are not 
getting informed of the different events that are happening inside, as well as 
outside the school. This problem is solely S.A.C.’s problem. S.A.C. has the 
responsibility of not only setting up the events, but promoting the events. 

With these three problems, comes numerous effects. The first being the 
total lack of unity in the school. It’s almost to the point that the average student 
looks down at any sign of school spirit. And so any attempt on a students behalf 
to try to stir up some morale, is quickly extinguished by other students. 

This leads to the result of ^cliques” forming and the fact that these 
“cliques”, in many cases, spend any free time away from the school. With this 
occurring, the student every morning doesn’t want to go to class and therefore 
is in the wrong frame of mind to learn. If the student enjoys being at school 
every day, then two thing occur. One being the attendance of that student will 
increase with a lot less absence. Also the marks of that student will rise because 
of the fact that the student doesn’t feel that school is something that they have 
to do every day, but something they want to do every day. 

The last of the results of tne above listed problems is the way the student 
feels about S.A.C.. If the student feels negatively towards student moralee, 
then there is no doubt that this student is not going to like, nor participate in any 
S.A.C. events. Since these events are put on to help make student life more 
enjoyable, and help raise student moralee, then of course these events are not 
going to work. 

Now it comes to the question what can be done to solve these problems. 
Well I have devised a few simple steps that will help. Of course this will not 
be an over night change within the school, but I feel it will bring the student 
moralee back to the school. Another thing is that these solutions should not 
be solely S.A.C.’s responsibility, but also the staffs responsibility. And that the 
two bodies should work together to help rid the college of this problem. 

The first solution falls under S.A.C.’s responsibility. There is a large 
amount of students needed to promote any event that S.A.C. is putting on. 
S.A.C. needs a promotion committee that will think of new ideas on how to 
promote the events and also actually do the work. This responsibility can’t fall 
solely on the executives alone. The executives need more Division Representa¬ 
tives that will spend the time to do the work. If this is accomplished, then half 
the work is already done. 

Next, the Vice President of Activities for next year, which is myself, will 
need a wide variety of events, so that more students have something to do that 
they will enjoy. That of course means taking risks, but these are risks that, at 
some point in time, have to be made. So I feel that there is no better time than 
the present. 

The last step needed to complete this transaction will strongly include the 
teachers as well as the support staff. I am glad to say there are some staff in 
this school that are behind S.A.C. and would like to see that an idea of this nature 
become practiced, but at the same time there are staff that are not willing to help 
with this problem. At times some of us forget that we are here for the students 
of this college. And if it was not for the students this collage would not be here. 

I personally do not see why both the staff and S.A.C. can’t work together to 
solve this problem, considering both have a great deal to gain from mis. 

With the right help and a few risks, this campus coulabe flourishing with 
student life. And therefore not only creating a better environment for the 
students and staff of St. James Campus, but set an example of how a college 
should be run. F &
